MANORBIER, Wales, Aug. 6 
(AP)—Twenty-one British army 
girls who complained an army 
curfew is wrecking their ro- 
mantic life were told off today 
by their commanding officer, a 
woman major. The girls, mem- 
bers of the Women’s Royal 
Army Corps, known as WRACs, 
apologized. 


«They had engaged in a mid- 


night protest against a regula- 
tion requiring them to be back 
in camp by 11 p.m. They re- 
fused to move until an army 
patrol — all men’ — was sent to

GARD EXTENDS

The Board of Election Com-

An all-day session was sched- 
uled for questioning of polling

precinct of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward and nineteenth precinct, 
Twenty-second Ward. 

The investigation will continue 


next week, with election officials | 


and complaining voters from 
other parts of the city scheduled 
to. appear. 

G. Duncan Bauman, board 
secretary, said findings would 
be turned over to Circuit Attor- 
ney Thomas F. Eagleton for 
grand jury action if indicated. 

George Horwitz, who was fired 
as a Republican judge in a Sixth 
Ward polling place during the 
election, admitted to the board 
at today’s hearing that he had 
failed to read instructions on 
voting machine procedure. 

Horwitz, operator of a liquor 
store at Broadway and Market 
street, had been ordered away 
from the second precinct polling 


‘place, 604 Elm street, after he 


allegedly made incorrect state- 

ments to board members about 

activities near the polling place. 
Criticized Sharply. 

Bauman reprimanded Horwitz 
sharply for his lack of knowl- 
edge about voting machine pro- 
cedure and told him, “‘This was 
a material dereliction on your 
part.” 

Bauman included John V. 
Pratt, Republican clerk in the 
polling place, in his criticism 
about failure to be familiar with 
instructions. 


Pratt told the board he worked | 


on poll books on election day 
and was unaware of any irregu- 
larities. 

Luther Ellison of the Henry 
Hotel, 221A South Broadway, 
who voted at the second precinct 
polling place, denied to the board 
that he had received money for 
voting. 

He said he had just been jok- 
ing when he told a friend he had 
been paid.

Shifts in~City’s Population 
Blamed for Rising Crime Rate 


Neighborhood Organizations Disrupted)

by Redevelopment Projects, 
Police Report Says. 


Wholesale shifts of population 
within St. Louis have contribu- 
ted heavily to the increasing 
crime rate here, the Police De- 
partment said in its annual re- 
port today. 

The disruption of established 
neighborhoods by urban rede- 
velopment projects, new express- 
ways and industrial and business 
construction has resulted in a 
breakdown of community and 
neighborhood organization, the 
report said. 

Thereport acknowledged that 
redevelopment will aid the city 
in the long run, but stated: 

“Studies indicate that neigh- 
borhoods which are experienc- 
ing rapid population changes are 
more impersonal in nature and 
lack social controls, thus pro- 
ducing higher rates of crime 
and delinguency. Only after a 
period ‘bf years in which a new 
social organization asserts it- 
self in the neighborhood can one 
expect a significant decrease in 
criminality.” 

Many From Rural Areas. 

Migration to St. Louis of low- 
er-income persons from rural 
areas of Missouri, Illinois and 
the deep south also has added 
to crime prevention problems, 
the report said. 

The changing crime rate was 
reflected in a comparison of 
the 1950 rate with 1959. There 
were 10,281 major crimes report- 
ed here in 1950. The number of 
crimes committed annually rose 
to 23,574 in 1958 and dropped 
slightly to 23,175 last year. 


continuing slight decrease in 
crime, but the rate has begun 
increasing again in_ recent 
months. 

“The causes of crime are 
found in the intricate inter-action 
of social conditions in a city 
and the psychological charac- 
teristics of the individuals who 
commit crimes,’’ the report said. 
“Slum and blighted areas, con- 
ditions of poverty, immorality, 
unemployment and other disor- 
ganizing features of urban life 
provide the context in which 
crime thrives. 


Responsibility of Others. 

“The police do not create 
these social conditions nor are 
they responsible for the per- 
sonality defects in many of- 
fenders. But the police must 
manage and control certain con- 
sequences of community and in- 
dividual personality problems 
which they neither created nor 
can easily change.” 

The report said the alleviation 
of basic problems in crime pre- 
vention “is the responsibility of 
individual families, the. educa- 
tional system, community social 
agencies, the mass media and 
local governmental agencies.” 

The highest crime rate in the 
city occurs in an area adjoining 
the central business district and 
extending westward to the city 
boundary in a district bordered 
roughly by North Market street 
and Natural Bridge avenue on 
the north and Lindell boulevard 
and Olive street on the south,

Why the Old Post Office? 


The recent appellate court deci- 
sion regarding the Old Post Office 
seems to have excited the specu- 
lators again, but I hope there will 
be sober reflection before the bid- 
ding starts. : 
’ If-Downtown Inc. and the City 
Plan Commission feel that the suc- 
cess of all efforts to revive our 
business section depends upon the 
building of a high-rise, slender of- 
fice building on one side of an open 
plaza near the center of things, 
why on earth don’t they take the 
block bounded by Olive, Pine, Sev- 
enth, and Eighth? 

It already has a high-rise, slender 
building right in the center of the 
Seventh street frontage, with an 
alley on the north, west, and south 
sides to boot, so that it could be 
made taller and have a face-lifting 
without disturbing any demolition 
that might be going on in the rest 
of the block. 

Moreover, the assessed valuation 
of the block, including the Holland 
Building, is only about $3,000,000, 
and there isn’t a structure of any 
historic importance in the entire 
block. Its southeast corner would 
be contiguous to the northwest cor- 
ner of the Stadium project bound- 
arv, thus creating an open space 
all the wav from the O!d Court- 
house to the Old Post Office 

The Old Post Office is worth 
more than $3,000,000 to the Federal 
Government, even if used only by 
the Post Office Department, but it 
is not worth $3,000,000 to a private 
investor. 

The taxes, beginning immediately 
upon change of title, would be very 
large; the cost of wrecking the 
building would amount to more 
than half a million and consume a 
year’s time; while the building. of 
a new structure would take another 
two years besides the millions for 
its cost, so that a huge debt would 
be piling up before any revenue 
started to flow. 

For these and other reasons it 
seems to this humble architect that 
the gentlemen composing Down- 
town Inc. are not the astute busi- 
nessmen they are supposed to be. 
They may find they have a bear 
by the tail before they get through 
with that square. John A. Bryan

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he School Board Stalls 


ow can Mrs. Irma H. Friede and Charles 
J. Dyer have the nerve to announce that they 
will continue to sit as Sch6ol Board members 
in the face of the scathingly critical grand 
jury recommendations ‘that they quit for the 
good of the system? 

We suspect that their decision may have 
been motivated in no small measure by con- 
fidence that a majority of their colleagues on 
the politically-dominated Board sympathize 
with them—and won’t push them beyond 
endurance. 

Certainly this view was buttressed by the 
foot-dragging performance of the Board when 
it met to hear what Mrs. Friede and Dyer 
had decided to do, which of course was that 
they intended to sit tight and wait for the 
storm to blow over. The Board had given them 
almost three weeks to make that decision. 

At the meeting neither Board President H. 
Lee Bruns nor its most influential single 
member, Oscar A. Ehrhardt, made any effort 
to persuade Mrs. Friede and Dyer to resign, 
reporters were told. But Mr. Bruns & Co. 
saw to it that the meeting was closed to the 
public. We wonder what Mr. Bruns’s attitude 
would have been if, instead of Mrs. Friede 
and Dyer, two of the minority members had 
been the target of the grand jury? 


The Board proceeded to adopt a weak- 
‘kneed resolution calling for its attorney to 
“investigate” and report back whether he 
had found grounds for initiating an ouster 
suit. A much stronger proposal was offered 
earlier by Daniel L. Schlafly, who has been 
the sparkplug for reform on the Board; natu- 
rally the Schlafly idea was rejected. He 
wanted the Board to authorize its attorney to 
go ahead and file the ouster suit (not report 
back) if such action were indicated by the 
evidence. 

A majority zealous to clear itself would 
have adopted the Schlafly eT tae it 
might even have adopted the tactic of Cirguit 
Attorney Eagleton, who appointed Schlaf}y’s 
attorney, George A,» Jensen, as a spacig#t as- 
sistant circuit attorney to assist the grand 
jury. Mr. Jensen had been employed by 
Schlafly to handle the successful ouster suits 
against former Building Commissioner George 
H. Fletcher and the former Board President, 
Dr. James J. McCaffery. The grand jury in- 
dicted Dr. McCaffery for stealing and for per- 
jury, and he is awaiting trial. 

That same jury urged the resignations of 
Mrs. Friede, Dyer and Michael J. Hart. Hart 
not only took the jury’s advice, but he has 
begun to make restitution for school labor 
and materials unlawfully used at the home 
of his brother. The jury reported it did not 
vote a true bill against Mrs. Friede for steal- 
ing only because of the three-year limitation 
for criminal prosecution. 

Does the Board have evidence to proceed 
at once with the ouster suit against Mrs. 
Friede and Dyer? The simplest and most 
obvious wey fo find out is to call in Mr. Jen- 
sen. Judging by the grand jury’s report there 
is plenty of evidence. But judging by the 
attitude of the Board’s majority it may be 
some time before that evidence is presented 
in court on the Board’s motion. 

Fortunately for the public interest, Mr. 
Schlafly intends to act on his own if his col- 
leagues won’t. Have Mrs. Friede and Dyer 
considered that possibility? 


Politics Aside 


President Eisenhower’s plans for dealing 
with the reconvening Congress are said to be 
based on the assumption that the session will 
be full of political jockeying. Senator Ken- 
nedy says he does not expect the session to 
carry out the platforms of either party. Both 
the President’s. assumption and the Demo- 
cratic candidate’s expectation are probably 
correct. 

This Congress was political enough before 
the party conventions and certainly offers 
political temptations now. Republicans are 
not above them—some talk of throwing the 
Democratic civil rights platform up to the 
congressional majority in the form of legisla- 
tion. Any action or even inaction will have 
some political overtones, for the Democrats 
have spoken of making campaign issues of 
presidential vetoes. In fact, pre-convention 
politics helped to stall work so much that 
Congress still has to act on aid to education, 
minimum wages, medical care for the aged 
and other items.’ ) 

But if political infighting is inevitable, it 
should not be allowed to create any legisla- 
tive knock-outs. An effort to introduce new 
issues from the new party platforms might 
stall work on anything else. Senator Ken- 
nedy is being realistic in saying he never 
thought of this session “as either party writ- 
ing its platform.” His own platform is too 
much for most Republicans or Southern Dem- 
ocrats to swallow, and a coalition of four Re- 
publicans and two Southerners still fules the 
House Rules Commitee which has stifled bills 
of liberal origin. 

As Senator Kennedy says, platforms need 
a mandate from the people. They must wait 
upon the election. Meanwhile, the job for the 
last few weeks of this Congress is to finish 
the job it set out to do. 


Chenee in the Latin Desk 


So far the White House has offered no ex: 
planation for the shift of Roy R. Rubottom 
Jr., former Assistant Secretary of State for 
Inter-American Affairs, to Ambassador to 
Argentina. He will be replaced on the im- 
portant Latin American desk by Thomas C. 
Mann, who ha8 been Assistant Secretary for 
Economic Affairs. 

Both men are career foreign service offi- 
cers. Both are 48 years old. If the replace- 
ment of one with the other indicates new 
emphasis on economic aid for the sister re- 
publics, the Administration: “does not say so. 
Beyond denying that Mr. Rubottom was 
“downgraded,” a White House spokesman of- 
fered no comment. 

This leaves room for speculation, and the 
commonest speculation is that Vice President 
Nixon wished to remove Mr. Rubottom. Mr. 
Rubottom is said to have enjoyed the support 
of the President’s brother, Milton Eisenhower, 
who has been an adviser on Latin affairs. 

Mr. Nixon was reported angry with Mr. 
Rubottom when the latter accompanied him 
on his disastrous 1958 South American tour. 


‘Riots met Mr. Nixon in Lima and Caracas. 


Posibly Mr. Nixon felt he had not had suffi- 
cient. warning; however, an Assistant Secre- 
tary might have found it difficult to warn 
the Vice President that he was unpopular in 
some Latin American circles. 

In any case the riots were not prompted so 
much by personality as by policy. Many Latin

Americans felt that the United States was 
courting dictatorships and had abandoned the 


Good Neighbor policy. Since that time Mr. 
Rubottom has spoken clearly for the principle 
of collective action in the Americas. Perhaps 
ho one outside of high official confidence can 
know to what extent he may be blamed, or 
held to be a scapegoat, for the deterioration 
of relations. 


Kefauver Landslide 3 

Senator Kefauver’s astonishing victory in 
what was supposed to be a bitter-end strug: 
gle is a high compliment to Tennessee. 

No doubt there are other interpretations 
of the 2 to 1 Kefauver landslide, which as- 
tounded even the Senator’s most ardent sup- 
porters, but civil rights was the main issue. 
Judge Andrew T. Taylor attacked everything 
from the Supreme Court to the new Demo- 
cratic rights platform. To this he added a 
mishmash of promises of lower taxes and 
blasts at foreign aid, and even the “soft-on- 
Communism” theme. 

Senator Kefauver courageously stood by 
his liberal guns, and emerged unmarked. He 
led in all but two counties of East Tennessee 
and even held a narrow lead in Memphis. The 
voters clearly rejected bitter-end segregation 
and the philosophy of the white Citizens Coun- 
cils, and defended their state’s progressive 
record. 

Senator Kefauver received support from 
labor, Negroes and liberal groups; his op- 
ponent was helped by segregationists, conserv- 
eative business leaders and druggists and 
physicians outraged by the Senator’s investi- 
gation of the drug industry. But all these 
groups taken together could hardly dominate 
a vote which was the largest for any primary 
in Tennessee history. The plain fact is that 
Tennessee's voters rejected racial extremism 
in siding with Senator Kefauver, and the Deep 
South’s racists can kiss Tennessee good by. 


‘Sound of Security’ 


The loud explosive noise that awoke St. 
Louisans at 4:50 a.m. on Friday can be taken 
as proof that the sonic boom has come of age 
and is here to stay. A B-58 Hustler jet 
bomber, the Air Force’s newest and fastest 
jet bomber, passed over the city at that time 
at an altitude of 40,000 feet. 

* The bursts of shock waves surging from the 

nose and tail of such a supersonic craft are 
so close they sound like a single clap of 
thunder. If this were a real thunderclap it 
would impose a pressure of about a half 
pound on each square foot of the earth im- 
mediately beneath it. 

But the sonic boom pressure, according to 
the Air Force, exerts 10 times as much pres- 
sure. That is about five times as much noise 
as emanates from a first-class boiler factory. 
Despite the noise, scientists say five pounds 
of pressure will not damage a flimsy chicken 
coop. It takes 70 pounds, they say, to do any 
damage to a modern home. 

Sonic booms used to come only from diving 
and stunting fighter planes. But now, the 
Air Force says, supersonic bombers in level 
flight rip off the sonic boom all along their 
route. The Air Force, which is able to put a 
euphemistic construction on almost anything, 
says the boom is the sound of security. 

Well, so be it. We have gotten used to the 
clatter of trains, the roar of trucks, the 
squeal of automobile tires, the whine of jet 
airliners, the blare of radios and a lot of 
other noises. We now order a pair of ear 
plugs suitable for sleeping and resign our- 
selves to the sound of security. ; 


Don’t Say It Now, But— 


The way the Cardinals briefly took second 
place in the superior circuit was strictly on 
the up and up. The Redbirds beat the Mil- 
waukee Braves three in a row, taking the 
first game in super-spectacular style, the 
second by murderers’ row slugging, and the 
third by good journeyman ball-playing.

Whether they can eventually move into 
the No. 1 spot is what the writers call 
“another question.” They did drop three in a 
row to the Pirates here, and they have five 
in a row coming up in Pittsburgh. Who wants 
to spoil the prospect with predictions? 

But it will not spoil anything to point out 
that this team has been put together in rather 
short order. How many of the players were 
around a few years ago, or even last year?

Welcome Debate 


If the Iaconetti case did nothing else, it 
seems to have provoked debate on how to im- 
prove legal rules for determining criminal in- 
sanity and medical questions. Such a debate 
should be healthy; we reprint on this page 
letters critical of two suggested reforms. 

One proposal is to permit courts te appoint 
medical experts to give the jury the benefit 
of their advice as well as of the testimony, 
often diametrically opposed, of experts used 
by the defense or prosecution. So far this 
system has been adopted only by the Su- 
preme Court of New York County, where 
the experience has been beneficial. Accord- 
ing to former Judge David W. Peck, the 
judges and lawyers concerned generally 
agreed that use of independent testimony 
speeded settlement of cases and brought them 
more in line with fairness and justice. 

The second proposal, the Durham Rule, 
would replace the standard legal test of 
whether a defendant knew the difference 
between right or wrong when he committed 
acrime. Adopted only in the District of Co- 
lumbia (and in New Hampshire in slightly 
altered form), the Durham Rule says “an ac- 
cused is not criminally responsible if his un- 
lawful act was the product of mental disease 
or mental defect.” Its advantage is, simply, 
that it allows much greater latitude to psychi- 
atrists testifying on a complex subject. 

Disagreements on these points are _ inevi- 
table and may help to produce further im- 
provements in trial rules. No one contends 
that either independent testimony or the Dur- 
ham Rule is a panacea; the issue is whether 
they represent progress in the admittedly 
outmoded procedures used today.

Attorney and Two Psychiatrists Criticize Proposed Changes in Trial Rules

I read with interest the article by 
Dr. Addison M. Duval, the director 
of the Division of Mental Diseases at 
Jefferson City, which urged independ- 
ent medical testimony and ‘‘court-ap- 
pointed” doctors. 

This issue has been of no slight con- 
troversy among the legal profession 
for the last few years. Presently in 
the State of New York so called 
“court-appointed” doctors are now tes- 
tifying in personal injury-negligence 
cases. However, from the experience 
of many attorneys of the New York 
Bar, the new procedure is not work- 
ing out very well as they find that 
doctors still have their opinions, preju- 
dices and differences as they always 
will. For that reason our constitu- 
tions, both on the federal and state 
level, have guaranteed trial by jury in 
all criminal cases and also in civil 
cases over a certain amount of. money. 

To say that experts testifying as to 
braking power on an automobile, the 
grade or slope of a highway, weather 
conditions or other technical engi- 
neering, chemical or biological ques- 
tions should be allowed to continue to 
testify for each of the respective par- 
ties in the lawsuit as their own per- 
sonal “expert witnesses,”” but then 
say that doctors should be appointed 
by the court to testify in a case is, in 
fact, saying that these other experts 
are in a separate category from the 
doctors and physicians. I do not think 
that it is reasonable to separate doc- 
tors from other expert witnesses. 

Who is to say that just because a 
doctor is appointed by the court that 
he is unbiased and unprejudiced? 

Although as Dr. Duval suggests in 
his. article, under the system which 
he propounds, doctors could be cross- 
examined by the attorneys, still, in 
the trial of a personal injury lawsuit, 
or for that matter, in the trial of a 
criminal case, unless other doctors 
were put on the stand who would 
have a different opinion from that of 
the “court appointed” doctor, the jury 
would not be in a position to disagree 
with the doctor. 

I think that the trial of civil cases 
involving personal injuries is as seri- 
ous a problem as that involved in the 
trial of criminal cases, and certainly 
we should give much thought to the 
problems involved before we adopt a 
program whereby we are taking au- 
thority and power from the jury to de- 
cide our fate. Walter L. Floyd Jr. 


The Iaconetti case serves to illumi- 
nate the inadequacy of current legal 
attitudes toward guilt in relation to 
psychjatric illness. Substitution of the 
Durham rule for the M’Naghten rule 
is not the answer. Present judicial 
practice is historically based upon the 
assumption that punishment is the ap- 
propriate sequel to ascertainment of 
guilt. The causes of crime (including 
mental abnormality of all degrees) 
are relevant to treatment (and pre- 
vention) but they are not relevant to 
the determination of who committed 
the crime. The following approach 
deserves consideration: 

The jury’s decision as to guilt should 
concern itself solely with the evidence 
as to whether the defendant did or did 
not commit the act. Having deter- 
mined guilt its duty is done. Decision 
as to the character of the custody af- 
forded the convicted should then be 
reached by the judge in consultation 
with criminologists, psychiatrists, so- 
ciologists and others. Consultants to 
the court would be selected from 
among those most familiar with the 
particular problem. This avoids the

testimony which were pointed out by 
Dr. Addison Duval in your pages. 

It affords maximum use of present 
knowledge of human behavior, while 
facilitating further research on the re- 
sults of different techniques of han- 
dling the offender. The indeterminate 
sentence, as now used in some Scandi- 
navian countries, would be one possi- 
ble choice among many. Psychiatric 
hospitalization for the duration of an 
acute disorder would be another. 

Our knowledge of the best ways to 
handle offenders against society is 
quite inadequate at present, but there 
is little value in failing to use what 
we know. Neither the fixed term 
prison sentence nor the judgment of 
‘‘not guilty by reason of insanity’”’ has 
led to particularly satisfying results.
